Referring to your conversation with Herbert some 
months ago about periodical indexing, he suggested and you | 
agreed, thet agricultural periodicals would be a good field 
for experiment by the Historical Records Survey, and that 
whet was gained from experience With agricultural periodicals 
would be useful for indexing other types of magazines, Agri- 
qultural periodicals, you will reeall, were selected because 
they contained such a large amount of pertinent historical 
source materials, not only on egriculture, but other subjects; 
data, at present, not generally aveileble to teachers, scholars 
ané writers. Inasmuch as a definite plan of procedure is 
needed before coming to any decision as to such indexing, Herbert 
asked me to have prepared a sample index as an Exhibit A of 
whet might be done. 

Accordingly I am sending herewith ea General Index 
of the Albany Cultivator, for one month, February 1650, together 
with an Illustrative and Geographical Index for the same month, 
@ Glossary and a set of instructions telling how the index was 
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made, The latter might be used as a basis for a manual on this 
work. 

This index has been made by a person with very little 
education or sophistication who has never had any experience 
before in making an index, and the work was done under my super- 
vision. 

You will find that I have added some explanatory 
information, for instancet 

1. The initials of a person or a firm name, when 
the item, especially agricultural implements, 
was referred to as Wilson's hay cutter, or 
Fitggerald's flouring mill. 

2. The initials of people when only the name was 
given as ur. Cheever, Mr. Smith, ete. 

&. The names of states, if they were not given and 
could be ascertained, 

4 The author of a book when that information was 
omitted, 

However, this information has been added only when 
it could be found in obvious places, sources which I felt would 
be available in almost every library, such as for example: The

If this list cannot be found in every city where 
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you originate a project, it is in the Library of Congress, and 

the book is so arranged as to require but a few minutes te con-~ 
sult it. Your editor could always write to the Library of Congress 
in verifying data, 

References cited in the Instructions are fictitious 
and were not taken from the sample index. 

You will find that I have not been entirely consistent 
in the use of certain words, such as advertised and advertisement. 
This has been done deliberately to get away from monotony in 
reading the index and also, te use the word which sounded best 
With that which preceded it. You will find the sane inconsistency 
in the use of The Cultiveter and Cuitivetor. 

«Et is my opinion that the index for one year will not 
require more than about three times as much space as that used 
for one month; because so many references will have the same 
key word as those found in this list, that it will only be nec~ 
essary to add page numbers, 

There will likewise be less of adding information 
not found in the book, especially if you do your indexing in 
five year units, for much of the data will come to light in the 
five volumes, 

In setting up a project for periodical indexing I 
cannot urge teo strongly the advantage of having copies of the 
periodical made for your purpose. I believe there is a project 
now being contemplated whereby twenty-five or more subscribers 
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oY will order complete files of a considerable number of agrioul- 
tural, periodicals, using the aiecroprint method of copying. To 
take advantage of this situation would necessitate setting up 
projects where these files of copies and a Readex (reading) 
machine were available. Incidentelly the cost of securing 
microprint copies in reasonable quantity is quite cheap, as 
‘lew as thirty-two pages for two cents, 

The instructions for making this index may sound 
complicated, but actually the whole process is decidedly 
simple. In planning such an index you will have the advantage 
of being able to completely work out your project before you 
begins I merely began end worked out details afterward, I 
believe, however, that the girl I used in making the index has 
about the seme level of training, or lack of it, aa the majority 
of your workers,

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INDEXING AGRICULTURAL PERIODICALS 


The first thing to be done when starting the index of 
agricultural pericdicals is to have the worker collate the 
volume, If not complete, the missing parts or another volume 
should be borrowed, while the workers are concerned with the 
balance of the book, so the index will give full coverage.

Your title page should indicate that this is an

staff after a careful perusal of the volumes over a period of 
five to ten years.

There should likewise be a brief biographical sketch 
of the editor or editors. By this I mean all editers who 
were associated with the periodical during the period which 
the particular volume of your index will cover, because 
changes in editors and consequent changes in the policy of 
the magazine are always important in judging the content, 


just as the editor's background will undoubtedly color his 


ay 


point of view. 


The page of acknowledgments should consist of the 
name of the depository of the periodical indexed with a brief 
a} sentence to indicate that that particular file was used in 
making the index. Where it is necessary to borrow volumes 
from other institutions to fill in gapa, acknowledgment should 
be made with a statement to the effect that the volumes to 
fill gaps were obteineéd from. such and such a library. The 
eredit to individuals can follow. 


There should also bea glossary of unusual words or 
phrases. Included are agricultural terms infrequently used, or 
possessing 2 special meaning, and also the agricultural use of 
words, identical in spelling, but which have another meaning 


than their use in agriculture. As an example of a special 
: ™ term, I think of the word "scooter", a particular type of plow 
used in the South, which did not turn the earth very deeply.

This word would have little meaning to the average reader 

of the index without a glossary. Other examples are such 
words as “eradle", a child's bed and likewise an implement | 
used to cut grain; and the word "bedding", designating a cover- 
ing for a place to sleep and also a term used in planting. 

It is surprising to learn how many seemingly intelligent 
people confuse the word "cradle" with a child's bed even when 
you are speaking of » farm. There are many such agricultural 
words and terms; hence the need of a glossary. 


My conception of indexing agricultural periodicals 
envisions taking everything in the periodical, and indexing it 
exactly as you would a book, without dividing it into subject 


or other classifications, which are only too often artificial 
and either do not represent everything which the periodical 
contains, or necessitates forcing certain information into 
classifications to which they do not really belong. 

One advantage in taking everything is that nothing is 
then left to the discretion of the worker and they need have 
very little imagination. A reasonably intelligent editor will 
catch any omissions or mistakes while checking. 

A good alphabetical index, teking into considemation 
extensive cross indexing, cannot fail to serve ail the purposes 
of a subject index and will be far more valuable to a greater 
number of students, scholars and others of the public who may 


use it. 


There are two exceptions to the above rule that would 
be extremely valuable for agricultural periodicals and these 
are an index of illustrations and a geographical index. However, 
everything cited in either of the above sections should also 
appear in the original general index. I strongly recommend the 
addition of these two subject indexes, 

My reasons for suggesting the two Special indexes 
mentioned immediately above, namely the illustrative and geo- 
graphical, are that in our work, in an agricultural library, we 
find that the most numerous of cur inquiries are for agricultural 
illustrations of various kinds, in which these periodicals 
abound, or for data concerning specific couatries, regions, 
States or localities within States, which would be easy to find 


if contents were listed under such headings. 


The workers must be Supplied with the volume they are to 
index, or a film or microprint copy of the volume. I recommend 
a copy because indexing requires so much handling — it is too 
hard on old and rare files, Even books in excellent condition 
show great wear and tear when handled by but two feirly careful 
individuals, 

Film copy would also aid in permitting you to distribute 


your work, since it could be divided into months and each month

given to a different worker. When finished the copy eculd 
be sent with the slips to the editorial department and this 
procedure would fscilitate the work of the editorial staff. 
Each worker should be supplied with small slips, pre- 
ferably three by five inches. These can be made of an in- 
ferior grade of paper and the workers can write with pencil, 
af they will do so legibly. In fact if the paper is of poor 
quality, a pencil would be preferable. 
fo insure that none of the slips are lest, it might be 
well to number all slips before they ere given to the workers. 
Then if the workess spoiled a slip they could simply cross out 
the reference, but leave the slip with the others turned in to 


the editorial office. In this way the editors could easily 
determine that no slips cr references were missing. After being 
turned in to the editorial office the consecutive numbering need 
not be maintained. To do so would probably complicate the work 
of the editorial staff; but originally the numbered slips should 
be complete so that the first editor can be sure there are no 
omissions. 

If the indexing of a number of years of a periodical 
is contemplated, @ rubber stamp made with the name of the 
_ periodical and place of publication would cost but little and 
save endless writing on the part of the worker, but the latter 
would have to supply the month and year dates. ant the new 
series and number, if any. 


The first consideration would be to cdllate the volume, 
jotting down any missing pages or parts of pases and the exact 
referenees to them. Sometimes whole numbers will be missing, 

Por purposes of these instructions, let us Say that you 
are going to index your periodical in five year units (I am aot 
at this minute ready to say just what the umit should be, but 
five years seems reasonable.) In that case all five volumes of 
the periodical should be collated before any other work is 
. Started on it. This is so you can arrenge for a loan of miss-~ 
ing parts while the workers are engaged in making the index 
of the balance of the books. 

The name of the periodical with its identifying date 
and the new series number (if any), should be put in the lower 
left hand corner of the slip. 


The reference taken should be put in the upper left hand 
corner. 

The page number will appear opposite the reference in 
the upper right hand corner of the Slip.

A evoss reference will be necessary for almost every item 
taken, and the worker must be taught to analyze his data so as | 
to make cross reference Slips. For instanee you may have a 
title, "The Wheat Crop of England and Scotland as Compared with 
that of the United States",

without in any way changing that title. Then another slip would

That one title would require six separate slips, 


Every reference taken would have to be analyzed in the 
Same way. The more eross reference slips taken the more thorough 
an index you will have. Do not make the mistake of assuming that 
if a reference appears once it will be found. Your index when 
finished will be voluminous and the more simple the references 
are and the more cross references there are, the easier it will 


he to use. 


Good rules for the workers are: 


The subject or name of the thing or person 
talked about must always be taken 


4 slip must be made for what is said about 
that person or thing 


if a location is mentioned, the location 
must be taken alone 


Then the location must be taken to connect 


with your subject or the thing that is 
talked about 


For example, "Apples*® might be your subject. If you were 


speaking of the apple erop, your next slip might read 
fgople, crop abundant® 


then a slip would be made for 


"erop, apples abundant" 


if the article said the abundant crop was in New York you would 
take 
New York"

Now suppose you hed an article on "Scientific Agriculture", 
The first question coming to the mind of the person using the . 
index will be, what phase of scientific agrioultare does the 
article discuss? Such an item should be listed thus--upper left 


hand corners

bedding potatoes, composition of 
soils, profession of the farmer or 
plentast® 
All of the information in parentheses indicates the content of the 
paragraphsin the article. 
In addition to a slip on "Seientific Agriculture", the 


worker should then make a separate slip for each part of the 


content of the article, for example: 
Book farming, 21, would be on one slip 


Potatoes, bedding of, 21, would be on 
another slip

Soils, composition of, 21, would be a third 

Farner, profession of, 21, a fourth 

Planter, profession of, £1, a fifth 
Even the most obtuse workers could be made to understand 
that the person or thing @iscussed is the word which should 
come first, and is more important than the thing you are saying 
about that person or thing. Take for instance the phrase 
"profession of farmer or plenter", they could be told that 
profession might mean the work of any one, a bookkeeper, or 
banker or typist or librarian, but that the important thing in 
this case is that it is the profession of the farmer or planter, 
thus either farmer, or planter or each would come first. The 
same with your soils, "Compesiti on" by itself would be unimportant 
but since you are discussing soil, soil would naturally come first. 
However, the main thing is that the worker gets the information, 
the editors, when checking, can always change the wording around, 
if they should find it misleading, or that the unimportant word 
is written first. 

For your project if the worker is of fair intelligence, 

you can have him go through each page, teking everything on that 
page - | 


All the proper names, adding any teem 
tory information if it is needed 


All the subject or object names, such as 
beans, peas, apples, trees, machinery, ete. 


All the titles of articles 
All the names of contributors 
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The places from which articles or letters 
are written, giving city or county and 
state and making a separate slip for the 
state alone 
Then they can read each article, and give in four or five 
words, or less if possible, the content of each paragraph, It 
is safest to take the contents by paragraphs, although frequently 
one slip will cover a number of paragraphs. Occasionally it will 
be necessary to meke a slip for a single sentence if it is a thought 
in itself, 
The workers must take their cross 


- If you conclude that many of your workers could not deter- 


mine the content of the paragraph, then have each individual do 
just one things : : 

| For instance, have one person go through and take nothing 
but the proper names, another just the titles of articles, and 
then a third can follow and do the part which concerns the content 
of the paragraphs. Then the person competent to do the content of 
the paragraphs can take the slips made by the other workers and 
assemble those for each page supplying necessary information which 
has been omitted. This might necessitate extra handling, but would 
insure a fool-proof index and permit the use of all types of 
intelligence. However, having one person do all of each page or a 
group of pages is the best method, If one worker is doing it alone 
he should take first all the proper names and all the titles in 
& paragraph and next the content of that paragraph, finally starting 
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afresh with proper names for the next paragraph. There will 
be oecusional. instances where one sentence will do to deseribe 


the thousht covered by several paragraphs, 


There is one thing which is especially important for the

: Meny times the initiale only or a nom de plume (assumed 
name) of contributors are given, that is, they sign their names 
by initials or use an assumed name and are referred to in the 
reviews of articles in that way. The initials or nom de plume 
should be indexed. If it is vossible to find the full name of 
the person, it should be given in parenthoses after the initials 
er nom de plume and snother slip made for the full name, giving 
efter it all the page numbers on which that person's initials or 


assumed name appear, th perhaps an explanation after the name, 


that the pergon constantly or frequently or occasionally used 


Only the initials or whatever the name might ve. 


You will frequently find that articles are copied from 
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other periodicals or sources. In these instances when the 
subject or title (if any) of the article is given there 
should be a note after it in parentheses, saying - 


(from the Boston Cultivator) 
or whatever source is used. “Then 
"Cultivator, Boston" 
should have a slip by itself, and another should be made for 


"Bosten* 


Wheh the titles of the articles are not indicative of 
the content particular care should be taken in determining the 
content of the paragraphs of that article. In agricultural 
periodicals in general you will find many titles that are 
misleading, 


In taking book reviews, the title should be given in 


i quotation marks with some such comment as - 


eritical review by Jchn Jones 


favorable review by John Jones 


Then the subjects discussed in the review would be taken the 


same aS any other item in the periodical.

It is frequently necessary to supply some explanatory 
Gata after proper names, For example: “Generel Assembly" 
alone would mean nothing in particular to anyone, but "Generel 
Assembly" of New York State, the underscored words being 
Supplied by the worker, takes on definite meaning. The supplied 


words can easily be ascertained from the context of the article, 


the context will frequently indicate the name of the state in 


which they are located and that should be Supplied. Where it 


oO 
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is not given I would presume the supplying of the state 
name should be left to the editor, but it can more often 
than not be inserted by the worker and save much work for 
the editorial staff. However, these insertions should be 
carefully noted and checked by the editor. (See also 
editorial instructions on supplying additional information.) 


aciiorlels 

Any articles that are unsigned can properly be 
called editorials or contributions of the editor, but some 
discretion on this point will have to be left to the editorial 
staff. 

Sometimes an editorial is signed with initials and they 
should then be treated the same as any other initials, giving 
the name of the editor after them in parentheses.

In taking illustrations the worker should give the exact 
inscription under or above the illustration adding "illus."® 
after it. Then he should give his own description of what 


the illustration contains, for instance--suppose the inscription 


under an illustration read "J. Sinclair and Co.'s Plew". The 
worker would take his slip in that way, adding “illus.*. & 


separate Slip would then be made for each item mentioned with 
the word "illus." after it.

Any items in a picture or the background of a picture, 
which can be seen clearly enough to give detail, may be of 
interest and should be indexed. For instance, whether or 
not a plow was drawn by one or two horses will often be 
informative, and the clothing worn by a man or woman, will be 
good for costumes of the period. Fences give examples of 
various types. Farm buildings which are large enough to 
show details, livestock of one kind or another, harness if it 
can be plainly seen, will frequently be of value, as well as 
implements, machines, etc. 
Suppose that in the illustration mentioned above a 
fence was clearly shown and hats on the farmers, then the 
worker should make additional slips as follows - 


4. Fence, of 1850, clearly shown in 
illus. of a plow, 87 


5. Hats, on farmers in 1850, showing 
detail, 87 


Notice on the two above slips that the dates have been 


inserted. These are the year dates of the periodical and 


should be given for they enhance the value of such references. 
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If the worker is able to identify the kind of fence, such 
as “stake and rider" or "picket", ete., that must also be 
added.

In connection with these items adéed from the back- 
ground, the worker can bear in mind that details, unless — 
Clearly visible need not be taken. 

In taking illustrations the names of the painter, or 
engraver, or the person who made the drawing, with which the 

OQ Picture is signed, should be taken. : 

In this connection your workers cannot be pine: to 
know definitely when the picture is an engraving, a wood cut, 
a copper plate or other type of art work, but they can take 
the name and say after it (see illustration, 99). Some 
signed eagravings have a name in the lower left hand corner 
with "Del" after it as -

Del means "drawn by". Usually these same engravings will 


have 8c after 2 name in the lower right hand corner — this 
means "engraved by".

In certain iastances the names of these individuals will be 
unimportant put frequently agricultural periodicals (for 


example, the Americsi ster) contain pictures by well 


known illustrators and in these ¢ases the names will prove 
cf value. The name of.an illustrator will be of little 
‘interest to the majority of the users of the index, but to 
these interested in art. these names and the pictures nay be of 
- outstanding significance. 

T see no reason why the worker cannot abbreviate the 
word *illustration® in maken the slips since it is such a long 
word and would have te be written many times. Sowever, workers 


should be cautioned against the use of abbreviations in general.

You will likewise find that advertisements, identical 
in wording and illustration, are repeated each month. In 
spite of the fact that they are the seme, each one must be 
taken. ‘he index will bring out the repetition for anyone 
who is interested. Sometimes acvertisements which apparently 
look the same are actually slightly changed in wording and 
this point must be carefully checked and noted. 


After one volume has been gone through by the workers 


then one of the editors should take all the slips, which have 


been carefully kept together by pages, and check and correct 
the data with the periodical, doing one page at a time. Then 
another editor should check it again with the periodical. 
| The editors will have to make cross references for such 
items as might be referred to under another title for instance 
"Seientific Farming" might be called "Book Farming", so they 
rae would make a slip for "Book Farming" and then say (See Scientific 


Farming). If they have any references under Book Farming then |

6. cross reference should be made after Scientifie Farming, 
reading (See also Book Farming). Some of these can best be 
inserted by the editors when they are checking the typed 
draft, as they will then heve everything before them, but 
when they are editing the slips, if sueh eross references 

come to their minds, a slip should be meade for them immediate- 
ly to be sure they are not overlooked later, There is so much 
to watch in checking the typed draft that it is easy to 

miss then. 

Also some distinguishing words may have to be inserted 
by the editors. In this connection I think of the word 
"separator". In most of the periodicals which you will index 
” this will mean & grain seyarator, but it could also mean a 
cream separator and the word "cream or "grain" should appear 
after them. Sometimes the fact that they are either cream 
or grain separators will not be mentioned in the article or 
advertisement, but the context of the article, advertisexent, 


@tCs, Will indicate to the editor which is meant, 


Wot until after the items have been checked and edited 
(that is put into the final form in which they will be inserted 
in the index) should the sorting of the slips begin. The first 
editor can, if he or she wishes, put all the slips for one 


o~ page together, if they are in groups because more than one 


person has compiled them. But beyond assembling them for each 
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page they should not be further separated until the editorial 
staff has thoroughly checked each page with the periodical. 

When the sorting is finally begum, your general 
workers can egain be used, since the first sorting will only 
be to put the slips into the letters of the alphabet aceord- 
ing to the first word in the upper left hand corner of each 
Slip, The main thing that the worker must be cautioned 
against in this instance is losing any of the slips. 

The next steps, to be taken eare of by the editorial 
staff, are sorting the various references under each word, 
and elipping the slips together for the typist. The editorial 
Staff must use care in sorting the slips for this final process 
before typing, thet they do net change the wording to make 
them fit better into the assembled index. Any changes in 
wording should be mede when the editorial staff does the 
original checking with the periodical before the sorting is 
begun, and if changes sre made they must be cheeked with the 
periodical to be sure that the meaning has not been distorted. 
At this stage no changes should be made in wording. In this 
final sorting, once the staff has the slips in complete 
alphabetical order they will find many, many slips contain- 
ing the same references. The slips for Professor Johnston would 


be grouped together.

Then under Johnston, James F. W., you would sort the 
Slips bearing only his name into chronological order (See 
@andb). Most of the references in the volume mey have been 
to Professor Johnston without actually giving initials, but the 
context will tell the worker or editor which Professor Johnston | 
is indicated and his initials should be added to the slip. 

The next step would be to put all the references under 
Johuston, James F. W. into alphabetical order, according to the 
first word after his name. For instance in the example above--. 
@, dy fy g, h and e@ would come in that order. 

The references under Johnston, James F. We, Should then 
be clipped together, so that the typist will know that all slips 
within a clip or rubber band are to be typed under the key word 
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Johnston, James F. W., Professor, 65, 95; 
address at Paris, on bees, 82-83, before 
United States Agricultural Society, 18649, 
on "Highland Agriculture", 67-81; commends 
use of manure, 69; deplores unscientific 
farming, 70; first lectures in United 
States, 88; views on European Agriculture, 68-71. 


Then under "Professor" you would list them thus - 


Professor, Johnston, James F. W., 85, 95, 
67-83, 88. 


In this instants the page numbers have naan grouped under 
a word, "Professor", whieh would ordinarily not be the word in- 
dexed. But throughout this volume Johnston is referred to as 
"Professor Johnston" and therefore I believe it advisable to 
insert this reference under "Professor". It should be noted, how- 
ever, that no explanatory date is included here but the page 
numbers are the same as those listed under his name. An alternate 
way would be to say - 

Professor Johnston, (See Johnston, James, F. W.) 
No slips, regardless of how irrevalent they may seen, 


nor of how much repetition they may make, § 


until the final typing has been made and approved. 

The editor, after the slips are clipped together, must 
eross cut unnecessary words and add or delete punctuation for 
these cannot be left to the discretion of the typist. 


The first letter of each indexed word should be capital- 


ized; other words which follow need not be capitalized unless 


they are proper names or titles. 


A comma should be inserted after the first word, such as - 
Johnston, James F. W. 


or after a group of words, such as - 
Idaho potatoes, 


or 
Farming of Europe, 


Then the page number should be given. Wo p. for page is 


necessary. 

A comma should be put after each page number and a semi- 
colon after the last one that comes before additional references. 
Example — 

Johnston, James F. W., 65, 953 
Then add the additional references with a semi-colon after the 
page number for each reference. : 
Example — 

Johnston, James F. W., Professor, 65, 95;

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oO To keep from repeating the word "address", since these refer- 
ences follow each other you would omit the word address on 
the second reference and insert a comma between them to show 
that the second referred back to the preceding one.

In such a case the editor must cross off the word “address on 
the second reference slip and insert a comma after the first so 
that the typist will get this clearly. 
Occasionally you will have a group of explanatory words, 
after an index word, and the page numbers for each one will be 
‘a the same -

In such cases it is unnecessary to repeat the page 
number each time. The slips could be edited so that the typing

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If the slips are carefully edited after being sorted 
and elipped together and the unnecessary words and punctua- 
tion either added or deleted, the slips may then be given to 
the typist. 


TYPING 
Typists should be shown a book having a good index, 
just so they will have some idea of what you are trying to do. 


The first or index word should be pointed out to them and the 
idea of references following a key word can be briefly explained. 


Then tell them that the first word in the upper left 
hend corner of the top slip in each clip or on each separate 
slip is the key word and they must type that word first. 

The key word should be typed but once snd all page numbers 
and references to aes word should follow it. 

If the editor has carefully edited the punctuation on the 
slips, no instructions on this point will be necessary. 

For the first or draft typing, I suggest double spacing 
to facilitate the final editing. 
: Four or five spaces should be left between each new letter 
of the alphabet. For instance, after all the A's have been 


typed, leave four or five spaces before starting the B's, etc. 


The typed draft must then be checked with the slips to be 


certain there are no mistakes or omissions. I believe that two 
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people cheeking will be more accurate than one doing it alone, 


One of the two people should be an editor, 


Do not have any typing done uatil a full year is 


) ecouplete. 


If you are going to compile your index in five year mits 
Or any unit more than one year, the volume number will have to 
be added. This will be an editoriel duty. But the volume numbers 
must be added before the typing is done. 


ELVAL_BOITING 

In the final editing the editors can delete unnecessary 
words if they are careful not to chenge the meaning. They will 
find in some cases that there are repetitions of words, not 
caught on the slips, which will show up in the typing. 

In citing phrases which are repeated they must ascertain 
that ell have been cited alike, such as (See beef) etc, 

the alphabetical order must be agein carefully checked 
beth for the order of the key words and then for the references 
after each key word, 

Punctuation and capitalization must be most carefully 
gone over. 

The final typing ought to be practically perfect, 


After the final typing the index must be checked again 


egainst the dreft. I approve the use of two peeple in this 


iastance, preferably two editors, 


INDEX OF ILLUSTRATIONS 

After the general alphabetical index is typed, from 
the slips meade for that index, all slips for the illustra- 
tions should be pulled out. These can be assembled and typed 
in exactly the way the general index was assembled and typed. 
It may be possible to elaborate on sone of the insertions 
for this special index so as to make the information clearer 
or more specific. But I visualize the special illustrative 
index as being the same type as the general index, only for 
the person using it, there will be less to look through to 

‘find what he wants. 


GHOGRAPHICSL INDEX 
This will be most usable if it is not divided into too 


many classifications, After trying out several possibilities 

I have concluded that a strict alphabetical order will be 

‘best, for countries, regions, rivers, mountains, states, ete.

index end is net used for any other editing it will simplify the 
work for the typist. 

General references, thet is references pertsining to a country 
or state as a whole, will be put immediately wader the neme of the 
country or state and will be indented and listed -ne under the other 
in alphabetical order, 

The slips for the cities amd eomties should be put in 
alphabetical order uder each state or country and listed immedistely 
after the general referenees. These specific listings, 1.¢., the 
eities and counties, should net be indented as far as the general re-

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oe the general references and thus be more clearly seen by users 
of the index.
